Sierra Madre lined uu solidly for 
Progressive candidates and policies at 
the election on Tuesday. The presi¬ 
dential vote was better than two to 
one tor Roosevelt against Wilson, in 
spite id' the large number of Taft men 
who had dee I tired their Intention of 
tilling the 1 democrat 1c ticket. The vote 
Ilf 217 for Roosevelt against 155 for 
the rest of the Held was surprisingly 
large. 

The totnl number of ballots cast was 
390, of which a largo proportion were 
those of women. The abolishment of 
the party column made easy the cast¬ 
ing ni a large number of split tlek- 
,-is, and many failed to vote on part 
oi the odices or propositions.

MANY MOURN LOSS OF CHARM 
ING FRIEND AND TALENTED 
WOMAN 


The soul of Mrs. Charles Hall Perry 
took its flight last Friday afternoon, 
after a brave battle extending over 
several years. For a fortnight she had 
been reported in a critical condition, 
hut the brave spirit had so often ral¬ 
lied when it seemed the frail body 
could no longer sustain life that the 
news of her actual passing came with 
a sluii k to her multitude of friends, 

Mrs. Perry was born in Chicago and 
grew to womanhood there. She was 
married to Mr Perry in 1897 and their 
home life was happy to an unusual 
degree. Two children were horn to 
them, a daughter who would now be 
fourteen if she had lived, and Hall, 
aged twelve, who remains to comfort 
his bereaved father. 

With her keen and well stored mind 
Mrs. Perry occupied a prominent place 
in the Intellectual life of the commun¬ 
ity as long as her strength permitted. 
She was widely read and possessed 
much ability as a critic of music, art 
and drama, as well as in literary pur¬ 
suits. Her keen wit made her conver¬ 
sation and writings sparkle. For a 
number of years in Chicago she was 
active in woman's club work, giving 
programs before a large number of 
clubs and conventions. She possessed 
great talent as a dramatic reader and 
the versatility of her work called forth 
great admiration. She became a favor¬ 
ite among the leading club wornep of 
Chicago. 

But with all her ability, it was the 
indomitable courage and sunny sym¬ 
pathetic spirit which won her a last¬ 
ing place in the hearts of her entire 
circle of acquaintances. Regardless of 
her physical condition she never per¬ 
mitted things t,i become dull where 
she was. Her capacity for getting en- 
joyment out of life under the most ad¬ 
verse conditions of health was only 
I equalled by her ability to afford enjoy- 
j ment to others. 

Six years almost to a day from her 
arrival in Sierra Madre came the final 
summons. It is safe to say that no 
health seeker ever won the love and 
friendship of a larger number of peo¬ 
ple than did she in that period. The 
sympathy of the entire community has 
gone out to Mr. Perry and Hall and 
to Miss Grace Durland. Mrs. Perry's 
cousin who had resided with them the 
past two years. 

Simple funeral services were held on 
Monday afternoon at the residence os 
Adams street. They were conducted 
by the Rev. Dr. George H. Cornell or 
the Church of the Ascension. The re¬ 
mains were cremated and will be tak¬ 
en to Mr. Perry 's old home in Michigan 
lor interment.

LAMANDA VOTES DRY 


WINERY LICENSES VOTED OUT 
BV LARGE MAJORITIES ON 
TUESDAY 


Ity substantial majorities Lamanda 
Park has voted against winery liquor 
licenses in that town. In Lamanda 
precinct No. 1, the vote against the 
lift list* was lilt*, while the* vote in its 
favor was 144. In Lamanda precinct 
No, 2, wliit'h takes in the center of the 
town, the voti* against was 218 with 
159 for. 

By this action the two Lam and a Park 
wineries will he forbidden to sell any 
of their products, either in wholesale or 
retail, within the limits of the precinct 
in which they are located. Their only 
outlet for their products will be to ship 
them to their own w holesale depot. I°- 
eated in some precinct which has voted 
wet. and from there dispose of them. 

The Golden Park winery in Lamanda 
Park precinct No. 1 and the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Vintage company in Lamanda Park 
precinct No. t are the establishments 
which will hi* affected by the vote, as 
soon as the supervisors take action in 
accordance therewith by refusing to 
continue the licenses now in force. 

I Title!* the present licenses these 
wineries ait* allowed to sell quantities 
in excess of two gallons. The issue 
was bitterly fought in Lamanda Park 
and created more real excitement there 
than the presidential election.

GENERAL LEA PASSES AWAY 


Unique Mditary Career Was a Source 
of Wonder 


Miss Hersa Lea is mourning the 
death of Iter brother. General Homer 
Lea. who passed away last week at 
Santa Monica, where he had resided for 
several months since returning from 
ltis last trip to China. Although he was 
but thirty-six years of age. General 
Lea was recognized as one of the most 
remarkable figures produced on the l*a- 
eilie Coast. He was a native of Denver, 
but his boyhood was spent in Los An¬ 
geles. where he received his schooling 
up to the time he entered Stanford 
University Although handicapped by 
physical disabilities which would have 
seemed to render a military ambition 
futile, he became not only the chief 
military adviser of the leaders in the 
movement for a new China, but was 
called into counsel by leading military 
strategists of Kurope. The awakening 
of the Orient had an early fascination 
for him, and he probably had a larger 
part than any other white man in the 
movement which culminated in the for¬ 
mation of the new Chinese Republic. 
He "as fora long time before his death 
in the confidence of Dr. Sun Yat Sen 
and his associates. It was while in ac¬ 
tive service in china during the recent 
uprising that he suffered the paralytic 
stroke which finally resulted in his 
death He wrote several book on mili¬ 
tary strategy which commanded world¬ 
wide attention The best known was 
"The Valor of Ignorance." In which he 
showed tin* defenceless condition of the 
American Pacific Coast against the 
Japanese invasion which he believed to 
lie inevitable.

Sierra Madre property owners are in-

Mak* Somebody Happy by Giving 
Her a Reticule. 

Every Christ tuns needleworker this 
year is making a reticule for some¬ 
body There is a craze at present for 
these graceful hags, and styles range 
from simple nffnirs of linen for use 
v*lth next summer's frocks to the most 
elaborate hags of satin and gold lace, 
to be carried with opera and theater 
costumes. Such a hag. If it is to be 
successful must be fnshloned with the 
very best of materials, and a really 
handsome bag of this sort, may easily 
cost $4 or $5 for the materials alone, 
though the finished models In the 
shops, especially the imported models, 
are tremendously expensive. The 
handsomest reticules are made of 
heavy, soft satin, veiled with gold 
lace or metallic net and ornamented 
with the tiny ribbon flowers which 
may be bought all ready to apply. 
Simpler bags of satin, embroidered 
with silk or chenille and braided with 
gold or silver cord, are very effective 
also, and most dainty theater bags 
may be made of Dresden ribbon, lined 
with soft, heavy satin In a delicate 
pastel tint The large reticule is al¬ 
ways perfectly flat in shnpe and Is 
usually in envelope style, with one 
side buttoning over the other at the 
top. A thin strip of whalebone should 
be Inserted Inside the lining across 
the top of such a reticule.

object of “critical hysteria 
every public servant, particularly those 
who serve the public gratis, must sym¬ 
pathize with Mr. Humphrey and ac¬ 
knowledge that his remark is founded 
upon fact. No matter how earnestly a 
man in a public office may work for the 
public welfare, nor how disinterestedly, 
he is made the mark for this "hysteri¬ 
cal criticism” which Mr. Humphrey 
speaks of. and the fact does not by any 
means add to the promotion of the 
public welfare, for it has a tendency 
to keep out of public life the very men 
who are best titted to give honest and 
efficient service. It is largely as a re¬ 
sult of this attitude of the non-dis¬ 
criminating public critic that there are 
in office a good many time-serving of¬ 
ficials who have no lixed principles, but 
who trim their sails to every imagined 
passing whim of public favor. But this 
class of men are not in the majority 
of those in public place. It is safe to 
say that the most of-our public ser¬ 
vants are giving to the people good and 
honest service, but unjust criticism is 
sometimes in itself enough to swerve a 
man of good intent from the straight 
and narrow path, on the specious plea 
tDat “one may as well have the game 
as the name.”
